We, the members of the Perry County Grand Jury, for the 
February Term, 1964, wish to make the following report to 
the Court and to the citizens k>f Perry Cuunty: 

1. The Grand Jury has inspected the county property a d 
it is the understanding of the Grand Jury that a new combina- 
tion: courthouse and jail is in the process of being built as 
soon as ‘the proper papers can be prepared and an OK is 
received from the Federal Government. 

The City jail was in giood condition a’d the maintenance 
on this Jail was standard, and it is the opinion of the Grand 
Jury that the employees of the City should be commended 
cn keeping the jail in as good a condition as it was Found. 

The Grand Jury feels that the County Jailer, Bill Kelly, 
is doing a good job in his maintenance of the County Jail, 
considering the age wild delapidated condition of said jail. 

It is the recommendation of the Gra’d Jury that the 
benches be removed from the courthouse hall end that * he <>*• 
ficials should enforce the loitering laws as pertains to the 
courthouse premises. 

2. R is the recommendation of the Grand Jury that the 
State Police, (Vmnty Sheriff and his deputies, the City Police 
and the Alcoholic beverages enforcement officers give a little 
more attention to the enforcement of the alcoholic beverage 
laws in Pony County, especially as it pertains to the sale of 
alcoholic beverages to teenagers, and lo the illegal sale of 
alcoholic beverages on Sunday. 

3. It is the iccouiwumdatiou of the Graud Jury that the 



County School Superintendent and the County Board <of Ed- 
ucetion do their utmost in the enforcement of the compulsory 
attendance laws of this Commonwealth, and it is the feeling 
of the Grand Jury that the betterment of our children ar. J 
our county depends upon our children attending school, and 
the Grad Jury feels that tCo much attention cannot be given 
to the important job of keeping the children of the county in 
school. 

The Grand Jury would also like to recommend that the Vioco 
gym at Vicco be demolished as soan as psssible as it consti- 
tutes a nuisar.ee and furnishes a place for teenagers to loiter 
and loaf. 

4. The Grand Jury has noted in its work that the roads in 
the county are in pretty poor condition, especially our county 
roads, and the Grand Jury would like to recommend that the 
county officials, including the Fiscal Court and the State High- 
way officials, do all within their authority to improve our 
roads and to see that the materials which are bought for 
these roads are put upon the roads where they belong and to 
also see that the tax payers of this county receive a full day’s 
work for all wages and fur all material that <\>unty money 
is spe' t on which is supposed to go upon the roads of the 
county. 

5. It has been brought to the attention of the Grand Jury 
that the operator of the Jett-Drive-in, located on the Jeff -Vi- 
per road, pled guilty to the illegal sale of whiskey, and under 
these conditions K is Hie feeling of the grand jury that the 
Aiadhousc permit which was issued to the owner or operator 



of said establishment shbuld be revoked, and this Grand Jury 
so recommends to the Perry Circuit Court. 

6. The Grand Jury has noted that -our highways and river 
backs have become quite littered with garbage and debris, 
and the Grar.d Jury would like to recommend that the law 
officials enforce our anti-littering laws i_nd that the County 
and City 'officials, including the Health Departmer.4, do their 
best to see that this situation is is corrected as soon as possible . 

The Grand Jury during this term has conducted quite an 
extensive investigation into the affairs of the dounty and as a 
result of their investigations they have returned approximate- 
ly 50 ind.ctmenst, including two indictments for murder, and 
the remainder for less serious offenses. The Grand Jury found 
that there was quite a bit of stealing going k>n within the 
county and too many cases of child desertion, and the Grand 
Jury feels tb t there should be a little stricter law enforce- 
ment within the county. While the Grand Jury notes that eco- 
nomic conditions are not good, still this is no excuse for law 
violations. 

In conclusion, the Foreman of the Grand Jury extends his 
appreciation to the members of the Grand Jury for their 
splendid cooperation and to the officials of the county fir 
llieir help during this term of court.

Mr. Miniard points out that 
this need for outdoor recrea- 
tion provides some farmers 
with a good opportunity to 
supplement their farm incme 
by using at least a part of 
their land for income-produc- 
ing recreation enterprises. 
Those enterprises that might 
be considered, he says, are: 
hurting areas; shooting pre- 
serves; fishing waters; picnic 
and sports areas; vacation 
farms; sales of recreation lands 
or rights to use such lands; 
and camping, cenery, and na- 
ture recreation areas. 

Says Mr. Miniard, ‘Farm- 
ers who have been forced to 
overuse some of their land 
now have an opportunity to 
convert such land to a less in- 
tensive use while at the same 
time they improve their in- 
come.” 

According to Mr. Miniard, 
the Soil Conservation Service, 
through its program of assist- 
ance to Soil Conservation Dis- 
tricts, is available to help farm- 
ers plan the use of their land 
for recreational purposes, and 
to provide technical assistance 
in the establishment of soil and 
water conservation practices

Two Women Delegates Named 
On Constitutional Revision Assembly 



Two women are delegates to 
the Constitutional Revision As- 
sembly which is now in the 
committee-naming stage follow 
ing its initial meeting in 
Frankfort last month. 

Miss Grace Cruickshank. Lex- 
ington, and Mrs. J. Wyatt 
Wood, Williamsburg, took the 
oath of office from Court of 
Appeals Chief Justice James B. 
Milltken along with the other 
delegates assembled in the 
House of Representatives cham- 
ber in the Old State House. 

No women were members of 
the group which drafted the 
State’s present Constitution in 
the same room in 1890 and 
1891 nor of the groups which 
drafted the three previous con- 
stitutions. 

Miss Cruickshank and Mrs. 
Wood were not surprised, how- 
ever, to find women named to 
the Assembly — only that there 
were not more. 

Both women are deeply in- 
terested in political affairs, 
work hard for the causes they 
believe in and have definito 
ideas on shaping a new consti- 
tution for Kentucky. 

They say they want a work- 
able document-one that Ken- 
tuckians will have faith in. 

Phyllis Wood, a housewife 
with two grown daughters, said 
“I want a constitution that is 
more flexible and less limited. 
Limitations put in by one gen- 
eration show little faith in the 
next,” 

Mrs. Wood's husband is in 
the building and supply busi- 
ness in Williamsburg. Their 
daughter Amelia is a senior at 
the University of Kentucky, 
and daughter Mary is a junior 
at Denison University, Gran- 
ville, Ohio — Mrs. Wood’s own 
alma mater. She received the 
bachelor of arts degree in hu- 
manities there, and later took 
aome business courses at Roger 
Babson School for Women in 
Boston. 

Miss Cruickshank retired two 
years ago after some 40 vears 
of teaching American history 
aad government in Lexington 
schools. A member and form- 
er president of the League of 



Women Voters there, she work- 
ed hard in the effort to call a 
constitutional convention in 
1960 and was “very disappoint- 
ed” when the proposal was de- 
feated. 

She sees the present Assem- 
bly as a challenge. “1 am very 
excited over this and believe it 
is really an opportunity to do 
something for my government.’’ 

Miss Cruickshank has a lot of 
things in mind to improve the 
present Constitution,” but pre- 
fers not to discuss them now. 

She received the bachelor's 
and master’s degrees in poli- 
tical science from the Universi- 
ty of Kentucky and has done 
graduate work at several 
schools, including the Universi- 
ties of Mexico and Pennsyl- 
vania.
